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The Government of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics has regarded 
with understanding the statements which the Ambassadors of the United ntates 
of America, England and France in Moscow made on March 26 of this year to 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs of the Union of Soviet Socialist Hepublics, 
namely, that in the opinion of the three above governments unilateral actions 
of any government in the period of preparation for the forthcoming conferences 
will hardly facilitate their successful outcome. Otoe Soviet Government 
therefore would have a right to expect that the Government of the United state.-; 
of America as well as the Governments of the other Western Powers will also 
themselves act in the same manner and not be limited by the expression to 
the Government of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics of such hopes. 

In connection with the above the Soviet Government expresses the hope 
that the Government of the United States of America will regard with all 
seriousness the considerations expressed in the current note.
